Hymn No. 327, “O For 
A Faith That Will Not Shrink”, lined by Rev. T. P. Duhart Prayer 
by Rev. S. J. Holly. Selection by the choir. Scripture lesson from 
the 139th Psalm by Rev. C. A. Gibbs. The order of ser¬ 
vice followed. Decalogue by Rev. Duhart. The ushers ac¬ 
cepted a missionary offering to the amount of $1.10. The bishop 
then presented Rev. T. D. Davis, pastor, St. James A. M. E* Church, 
Jacksonville, who had been selected to preach the missions ry ser¬ 
mon. Rev. Davis selected his text from Acts 17:16-17, “Now while 
Paul waited for them at Athens, his spirit was stirred in him, when 
he saw the city wholly given to Idolatry.

It may mean that the people of 
our world are seeking for moral and ethical standards that rest upon 
a more secure foundation than did some of the standards of the past. 
It is certain that we have made wonderful progress along many lines 
in our moral and ethical conceptions; and it is also certain that we 
have lost ground in other directions. 

THE BIBLE A GUIDE:—If the peop’es of the world are to 
move forward together, there must be a light which shall serve as 
a guide for all. The Bible is such a light, and all men need to 
walk in the rays that are radiating from it. We need a permanent 
guide that shall kei. p hol'm- • us the highest idealism of the race. The 
Bible is such a guide, and if we make it our pillar of fire, it will 
lead us through our wilderness. 

One of the big tasks of .every generation is the building of tlis 
best possible social order. While we have our individual lives to 
live, we have our corporative lives as well. The character of this 
corporative life is an important factor in determining what life shall 
mean for the individual. The ideal is the abundant life in a social 
order that is dominated by the ideals of the Kingdom of God. It is 
possible for individuals to have high ideals and be handicapped by a 
social order that is antagonistic to those ideals. The title of one 
of Rsinhold Neibuhr’s books, “Moral Man and Immoral Society 11 , 
implies that this is the situation in which we find ourselves at the 
present time. His contention is that as individuals we are honest 
and want to be helpful to others; but, when we act as a group, we 
disregard justice and honesty and assume that it is right for us to 
take what we can get. As one looks about him and observes the 
attitude of nations and groups, he must conclude that there is some 
basis for that contention. 

The social problem includes everything that concerns our com¬ 
mon life. We have undoubtedly made much progress in developing 
a social order that is dominated by Christian principles. Evils have 
been eradicated, arid there is a keener social conscienceusn ss along 
many lines than the world has hitherto known. There are other evils 
that need to be corrected and th"se call for our seri us consideia- 
tkm. There are two phases of our corporative life which demand 
our immediate attention. One phase concerns these forces which 
have a direct bearing on moral attitudes. The other concerns the 
economic and industrial order. . . £ 

While we have been very diligent in training the minds of our 
citizens and in protecting their health, we have been negligent about 
safeguarding their morals. Literature of the most vicious character 
is sold at the news stand. Movies which feature crime and 
suggest unfaithfulness to law are attended by the youth oi 
America. The liquor situation as it exists in our country at the 
present time is a menace to society. Gambling in various forms 
is cn the increase. There is a social attitude toward marriage and 
divorce which is undermining the home. . . . 

THE UNCERTAINTY OF THINGS:—Our world is m a chaotic 
condition, and hence it is possible for it to be led either in the right 
or in the wrong direction New experiments are being ta^d, ihe 
old order has been overthrown, and a satisfying and stable order 
has not yet been found. The people of the world were dissatisfied 
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with things as they were, and they have been searching for some¬ 
thing that is better. Ours is a world that has been very much dis¬ 
illusioned. It seemed that we were on the way toward a united 
world—a world in which there would be peace ancJ economic se¬ 
curity. That dream has been shattered by the experiences of recent 
years. We have become distrustful of our institutions* We have al¬ 
most lost confidence in our ability to find a way out* 

This dissatisfaction and lack of confidence on the part of the 
people of the world make them receptive to new experiments* The 
world may enter upon some new venture that will be disastrous to 
civilization; and it is possible that it may try the ideals of the king¬ 
dom of God. The future of civilization is uncertain* Radical 
changes have come so rapidly that almost anything may happen 
overnight. It is impossible to predict the future from the past. 
Everywhere there is a feeling of uncertainty and nervousness* 

CONCLUSION:—As our nation faces the future, it must have 
guidance. We cannot trust to the happenings of the hour; for some 
unforeseen crisis may arise, and the nation may be driven on the 
rocks. We must face frankly the great problems that confront us 
and plan the course which we should take. We have solved diffi- 
cwlt problems in the past, and if we follow the light which led our 
fathers, we will be able to see our way in the future. America is 
facing some serious problems today. It is imperative that we 
understand these problems and face them with hope and courage.
